I AM AN ELECTRIC ONLY RESIDENTIAL CUSTOMER OF LG&E. I HAVE BEEN 
PREVIOUSLY GRANTED FULL INTERVENTION IN THE FOLLOWING PSC

3. IS THERE A SUBSIDIZATION OF GAS / ELECTRIC CUSTOMERS IN THE 
DISTRIBUTION OF THE FUNDS ? 

4. SHOULD LG&E CONTRIBUTE SOME OF THE HEA FUNDS IN ORDER FOR 
THEPSCTOAPPROVETHEPLAN? 

5. WHAT STEPS ARE BEING TAKEN TO ENSURE THAT CUSTOMERS THAT 
LIVE IN APARTMENTS PAYING THE COMMERCIAL RATE ARE NOT RECEIVING 
FUNDS THAT ARE PAID BY RESIDENTIAL CUSTOMERS ? 

6. ARE THE FUNDS BEING DISTRIBUTED FAIRLY TO THE DIFFERENT 
COUNTIES OF THE LG&E SERVICE AREA ?
